pened Iln the past, vouchers be lost or
stolen from the records of the Agrl-
cultural Departmoent

It Is stated that In former years it
was the custom for a very large num-
ber of vouchers to he drawn merely to
5. W. Kolner, without any Indiecation
of what they were for, and that dem-
onstrators and lecturers employved by
tho department In some Instances wers
pald by Mr. Koiners personal check,
the records of the Audltor's office not
Indicating what amount they received.
No one has charged mlsapproprintion
of funds, but the system Is held to be
a slack one, which mlght readily lend
itself to abuses.

Slx years ago, following a report by
W. McK. Evans and George % Cren-
shaw, expert accountaols, sharply
criticlzing the methods of accounting
in the Department of Agriculture, the
hoard Introduced a system of book-
kecping which 1s still in vogue. Mr.

The Coney Island on the coast of
New York Is sald to have recelved its
name from settlers halling from the
shorea of Lough Neagh, and while it
constitutes, llke Its namesake in Ire-
land, an acknowls2ged cura for de-
préssion, it cannot be sald to be given
a wide berth at night. The late Lord

Charlemont was for twenty-seven
Yeara comptroller of the viceregal
hougehold at Dublin, but was removed

from lhis post by Lord Cadogan when
viceroy, in consequence of his (Charla-
mont's) home rule leanings. He leaves
an only daughter, wife of the Earl of
Ranfurly, who inherits all his unen-
tniled property.

The firat earl commanded In chiet

the movement known as the Irlsh Vol-
unteers, was a fellow patriot of Henry
Grattan, and dled in 1789, so that he
was spared the sorrow of witnesshmg
the passage of the act aof unlon. Ho
was, ke the late viscount, a bhitter
foe of that absentee landlordiem which
has been 2o great a curse of Ireland,
and Intrcduced In Parllament at Dub-
lin a bill rendering absonteeism an of-
fense punishable with heavy fines. But

The patronymic of the family Iis
Canlfelid. The Caulfellds hatled from
Oxfordshire, and settled In Ireland In
the reign’ of Quean Ellzabeth, when
Sir Toby Caulftild, of Great Milton,
Oxford, was one of the commanders of
the English forces agalnst O'Neill,
Earl of Tyrone, many of whose con-
fiseated lands he recelved by way of
a grant.

King James I. of England Is snld
to have ralsed Sir Toby to the peor-
age n8 Lord Caulfeild, and “Burke,”
ns well as other standard works of
referencs, glves the dato of the crea-
tion of this dlgnity ns 1620, But there
{8 no contemporary record of any such
dignity having been granted, and he
was able to show neither writ of saum-
mons nor patent. In spite of thia, his
nephew and helr was permitted to
take his seat In Parllament on suf-
ference, by a friendly vote of his fecl-
low peers, fortunately this Lord Caul-
felld's son was created a viscount In
due form hy Charles 11, shortly after
the restoration, thus & 'mly establish-
ing for him a place in the peerage.

The early yoars of the Caulfeild
family In Ireland were characterized
by a&lmost continuous warfare with
the O'Nellls, and it waa with the ob-
Ject of strengthening hils position
agninat the Caulfellds that Sir Phellm
O'Neill obtalned from  the Pope the
